The Progress of Events. 

The New York Times sticks to its 
ascription of rcvolutionary designs to the 
Democratic leaders. But more generous, 
or, let us say, more reasonable than the 
Tribune, it treats the question upon a na- 
tional and not on a sectional basis, rightly 
conceiving that “rebels” and “rebellion” 
have nothing to do with the present situ- 
ation of political affairs, but are, in fact, ir 
relevant and epithetical terms, thrown ‘in 
by malignants tor partisan effect. 

According to the philosophy of the 
Tribuge, all the wrong-doing and short- 
eoming of the period is the offspring of re- 
bellious machinations‘and a result of the 
cantankerous bad blood of unrepentant 
rebels. Consequently, ‘the Tribune’s de- 
testation of rebels and rebellion increases 
es distance and imagination lend, not en- 
chantment, butaccumulative horrors to the 
view of the great civjl war, It seems to 
grow more fervid kcgt it should lose its 
grip, pursiwg its loyal’ wrath to keep it 
warm. We may look to see it quite boil 
over beforé we get tairly into the Presiden- 
tial election. The Times, however, is 
more deliberate, and, on the whole, more 
justand patriofic. It has never failen in- 
to the narrow, partisan rut which has 
contracted the aims and habits of the Tri- 
bune; it. has learned some, at least, of the 
lessons of professional treedom; it knows 
very well, by experience, that journalistic 
independence is safe when itis founded in 
sincere conviction, and does not disphy

us to be sufficiently explicit. But they are 
variously construed. The Times says they 
are revolutionary and representative; the 
Sun, whose pohtical acumen is at least as 
clear as that of the Times, says they are not 
representative; whilst. the Tribune de- 
nounces them as the embodiment of the 
Democracy preached by the CouRIER- 
JOURNAL and therefore treasonable and de- 
testable. How are we to reconcile these 
divergent opinions? It seems to us that 
they are all partly right and partly wrong. 
Gen. Buarn’s position is representative. It 
is not revolutionary. It is current and 
characteristic. The Times errs, we think, 
when it\describes the criticiem .of the Re- 
publ policy as a forecast of revolution. 
The Sun is mistaken in saying that the 
nature and tendency of reconstruction are 
obsolete. The Tribune is merely partisan 
in its hackneyed ; latitudes, and therefore 
entitled to no respect whatever from fair- 
minded men. 

We hold the discussion of the Radical 
policy trom first to last, its acts, their conse- 
quences and their import, to be indispensable 
to a proper estimate of the usefulness or 
uselessness of the Radical leaders who ask 
a tresh lease of power. We judge of men’s 
motives by their conduct, We weigh 
their conduct by its results. There are 
results which we might wish to wipe out 
and which are yet beyond human reach; 
but is this a reason why we should be 
silent, and, still less, why we should sanc- 
tion them? Is it evidence of a conspiracy 
to beheve that the adoption of the Fil- 
teenth amendment was fraudulent and to 
declare that the machinery which ac- 
complished it is dangerous to the existence 
of the States, and, therefore, of evil omen 
to the liberties of the people? We do se- 
riously take the affirmative of both propo- 
sitions. Nay, more, we are of the opinion 
that negro suffrage, and, indeed, all igno- 
rant and irresponsible suffrage, and negro 
suffrage particularly, because it is particu- 
larly ignorant and irresponsible;1s a sad 
thing to be opened fof the manipulation 
o! bad men, who thrive most as the voting 
element is most vicious, degraded and 
numerous. Yet we do not propose to be- 
gin a movement which would involve a 
generation, that is sick of war,in years ot 
turmoil. We do not propose to set out on 

a crusade with the likelihood, it we should 
secure a mor@ limited suffrage, of losing 
‘our republican system of government, We 
take universa) suffrage as a ehoice of evils. 
In Kentucky we were compelled to take 
it by the Fifteenth amendment, which was 
forced ‘upon us; and theretore the teeling 
against it has run highest, in spite of the 
fact that the Democratic party has an_10- 
conveniently large majority, and has"not 
experienced any ill effects from the negro 
atthe ballot-box. In others of the Southern 
States the people hayetaken negro sutfrage 
as a choice of evils, buf voluntarily and m4 
a legal and constitutional form. All of us 
hope it will work as little ill as may be. 
All of us are disposed to give it a fair trial.

The Philosophy of Hate. 

According to the New York Tribune, 
all the outlaws in Kentucky are “rebels.” 
It is nothing that the leader of the war 
against lawlessness in the Kentucky Legis- 
lature was a “rebel” Colonel. It is noth- 
Ing that the Adjutant General of the State, 
who has been foremost in his efforts (0 se- 
cure appropriate legislation, was a “rebel” 
officer of distinction and rank. It is 
nothing that the conductors of this paper 
were “rebels.” Itis nothing that BRECK- 
INRIDGE, and PREsTON, aud DvuKg, and 
GRIGSBY, and KoFER, embracing the most 
iiberal and law-respecting elements in the 
State, were all “rebels.”” It suits the eter- 
nal policy of hate which animates the 
Tribune, as the apostle of Radicalism, to 
keep alive the old fires by keeping up the 
old epithets. The sum of its existence is 
to save the Radical party, even at the ex- 
pense of the two sections, and though it 
cost the restoration of the Union, and the 
rehabilitation of that American sentiment 
which is the heritage and right of every 
citizen, and without whose aid we cannot 
hope to achieve the national grandeur and 
glory talked of so fisppantly by the dema- 
gogues of the Radical party. 

We have at last the suffrage so long de 
manded by Mr. GREELEY. Now, what 
about an “ammesty?” Is there not such a 
thing as amnesty in respect to the indecen. 
cies of partisan speech as well as personal 
amnesty by act of Congress, and is not the 
former as morally important as the latter 
is politically essential to the peace of our 
country? 

In truth we think so. We do not feel 
insulted because the Tribune, or any other 
paper, calls us “rebels.” The term has no 
ofiense to us. But when the Tmbune 
ascribes all the wrong-doing of the time to 
“rebels,” meaning to convey the idea that 
the waris practically going on iu the 
South, we are very much tempted to forget 
our manners and to adopt the curt, but, in 
this matter,the descriptive and appropriate, 
language of the Tribune itself when vety 
much shocked and upset by palpable un- 
truth. 

Whatever else may be said of them, the 
fighting men of the South are now the 
most orderly ot the inhabitants. The men 
who did the fighting for the South went 
out in broad daylight. They stood up in 
lune of battle and took all the hazzards of 
war. They endured four years of intoler- 
able privation. They dragged themselves 
through disasters accumula.ive and con- 
tinued. They met danger in every form. 
They were bitterly disappointed. But, 


breadth, plausibility asd good-breeding in 


suggest a chance of arriving at truth. 

In the matter of “live issues” and ‘‘dead 
issues,” the Times adheres to its charge 
that the overthrow of all that has been 
accomplished during the last five years is 
the secret purpose of the Democracy. It 
concedes that the CoURIER-JOURNAL is 
sincere in its effort to moderate public 
sentiment and Jiberalize the temper of the 
Southern people. But it thinks we have 
met with little success. On this point it is 
to be observed that assertions amount to 
no more than assertions usually amount 
to, small as that is known to be; and yey 
contradiction on our part, supported by 
proof, might savor of a species of self- 
gioritication wholly foreign to our nature 
and custom and desire; for, in respect to 
a question of so much serious import as 
the real status of the Southern people we 
could wish to ignore ourselves, and to keep 
everything out of sight that does not di- 
reculy tend to illustrate and enlighten dis- 
cussion. Itis a good rule, however, when 
apy assertion is made to call for particu- 
lars, and, whilst waiting for these, we may 
direct attention to one or two bearing ov 
our view oi the case. 

The Times says we have failed to affect 
the tone of Southern opinion and have 
been overborne by our ultra assailants. 
Wedo not know how tar Southern opin- 
ion may have been atfected by our poor 
aitempt to represent rather than to influ- 
ence it. But we point to the action of the 
conventions in Georgia, Alabama and 
Louisiana, which met whiist the discussions 
of last summer were at their most ani- 
mated pitch, as proof that they did not 
declare against us. They certainly adopted 
a policy substantially identical with that 
pursued by us aad notably out of accord 
withthe high-pressure demands of those 
who contended for the direct repeal of the 
Fifteenth amendment and an irrepressible 
conflict between the whites and blacks. 
We may also, since the Times has sug- 
gested the reference, assure it that we have 
gone on steadily in that solid measure of 
prosperity which is understood to rest 
upon popular support, and refer its notice 
to the fact that the file-leader of our as- 
sailants, and the only one of them which 
was atall proscriptive and abusive, has 
made, and at this moment keeps standing 
at the head of its columns, a public an- 
nouncement of its want of appreciation 
and patronage. 

As far as Kentucky 1s concerned we are 
able to answer the Times with some 
aseurance. Outside of Louisville the two 
papers which are handled most ably and 
possess most influence are the Frankfort 
Yeoman and the Paducah Kentuckian, 
making no mention of the Lexington 
Press, which did not exist a yearago. If 
the Times will examine these he wilil find 
that they display marked discernment and 
cultivation. We will add that they are 
edited by gentlemen of more than ordinary 
character and standing in the Democratic 
party. Now, we*are very far irom saying 
that either has been affected by us. On 
the contrary, we have had many tough 
but we trust honest rounds with them, and 
we are conscious of receiving many of our 
impressions from beth journals, which we 
regard as eminently representative. Being 
issued directly from the midst of the peo- 
ple, they are perhaps more sensitive to the 
course and play of popular feeling, and 
especially of the ruling class of popular 
fe¢ling, than a newspaper which reflects 
rather the commercial elements of society. 
But we note the faet, and are greatly 
strengthened and encouraged by it, that

We bave just ret*ived the twenty-third ennual 
report of the Board of {the Kentucky 
Institution for the Blind, The report shows the 
insti(ution to be in a prosperous condition, af 
fore ing to its puptis ample facilities for recziv‘og 
such intejlectual, moral and physical training as 
their varied wants demand. Sixty-four 
puptis, thirty-two males and thirty-two females, 
have been In attendance at the school during the 
pest year. But one death has occurred, that of 
Eliza J. Hegdes, of Daviess county, who died of 
pneumonia on the 6th of May last, she being the 
fifth pupilthet has been removed from the in- 
st'tuiion by death stoce its organization twenty- 
pipe years ago. 

Under the operation of the act of the Legisla- 
ture at the last session, which authorizes the 
Trustees of the Institution to extend the school 
term of certain meritorious pupils from five 
years, as formerly allowed by law, toseven year?. 
the tumber of pupils bas Increased; and they 
are of the opinion that if they had been allowed 
to extend, at their discretion, the time of all 
meritorious pupils, asin other benevolent insti- 
tutions in Kentucky and other States, the number 
would be mucb larger.

Iregretto learn that many of Gur manufac- 
turers are opposing the engineers’ bill now 
pending before the Legislature, when we, as en- 
gincers, desireto bave that become law which 
vMNll be of incalculable bevefit to them fn many 
wats. The bill provides that before a man can 
present himself for employment as an engineer 
he must pass an examination apd recelve a cer- 
tifcare of competency. Such a certificate would 
be a sufficient guarantee to manufacturera, who 
would bO!, as Dow, be+un)-cted to a loss in mang 
ips‘ances of hundreds of dollars in discovering 
for themselves a competent man. If every man 
calling bimself au epgin-er had a license, all of 
this trouble und expenze would be saved and 
imposition renderes impossible. 

Uppone bt of the bill have tuken pains to mis- 
repsesent its nature in every particular. They 
say that the bill would compel every person 
using steam power to have his boilers inspected. 
But there is no such provision therein. The bill
